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An optical interleaver comprising: 



a first coUimating lens for collimating an input optical signal into coUimated beams, the 
input optical signal including more than one wavelength, and a second collimating lens for 
focusing said coUimated beams into an output optical fiber; and 

a phase delay generating means partially interposed betv^een said first and said second 
collimating lens such that only a portion of said coUimated beams pass through said phase delay 
generating means, said phase delay generating means to delay a phase of at least one wavelength 
of an optical signal present in said input optical signal^ said second collimating lens focusing said 
coUimated beams to a point where[[,]] the at least one wavelength is suppressed while other 
wavelengths are transmitted through the output optical. 
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
